BCHL  INTERIOR  DIVISION  QUARTERFINAL  -  Game  7 


Tonight  the  #3  seed  Wenatchee  Wild  and  #6  seed  West  Kelowna  Warriors  meet  in  Game  7  of  their  BCHL  Interior  Division 
quarterfinal  series.  The  series  is  tied  at  three  games  apiece.  Tonight's  winner  advances  to  the  Division  Semi-Final. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  The  series  began  last  weekend  with  the  Wild  taking  Game  1,  and  the  Warriors  winning  Game  2.  Shifting 
to  West  Kelowna,  the  Wild  claimed  Game  3,  dropped  Game  4  in  overtime,  and  saw  West  Kelowna  take  a  3-2  series  lead 
with  a  Game  5  win  at  Royal  LePage  Place.  Last  night,  the  Wild  posted  a  3-1  win  to  force  tonight's  Game  7.  The  teams  split 
their  six  regular  season  meetings.  The  Wild  are  8-6-2  all-time  against  the  Warriors  in  regular  season,  and  5-2-1  at  Town 
Toyota  Center.  The  two  franchises  have  never  met  in  the  postseason  prior  to  this  year. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Lucas  Sowder  (3g,  5a)  leads  the  Wild  this  series,  while  Murphy  Stratton  (4g,  3a)  and  Blake  Bargar 
(3g,  2a)  follow  close  behind.  West  Kelowna  is  fueled  by  Parm  Dhaliwal  (4g,  6a),  Chase  Dubois  (2g,  6a),  and  Lucas  Cullen 
(5g,  3a).

BCHL  TONIGHT:  In  the  only  other  still  active  first  round  series,  the  Cowichan  Valley  Capitals  have  a  3-2  series  lead  over 
the  Penticton  Vees,  with  Game  6  tonight  in  Duncan,  BC.  If  the  Vees  win.  Game  7  will  be  at  the  SOEC  on  Wednesday. 

SECOND  ROUND:  If  the  Wild  advance,  they  would  open  the  second  round  at  home  against  either  Vernon  or  Cowichan 
Valley.  If  West  Kelowna  advances,  they  open  at  Vernon  or  host  Trail,  depending  on  the  PEN  vs  CV  outcome,  which  may 
not  come  until  Wednesday  night.
